THE next Atheift, mention’d in the Differtation, is 
Lucilio Vanini. 1 refer the Readers to the XXUI. Sheet 
of thefe Memoirs; where I have given an Account of 
that Man; and made it appear that he did not dye a Mar- 
tyr for Atheifin, as it has been generally believed. 


CAMPANELLA raifed great Sufpicions againtt 
him by his Athei{mus Triumphatus , printed at Paris in 
16:6. Some Learned Men have been of Opinion ‘ that 
he might have entitled that Book Atheifmus Ti iumphans. 
That Dominican writ another Book concerning the Spanifh 
Monarchy, wherein he will have the Religion of Princes 
and States to be a mere Piece of paey Beiides, he 
fufnefted every body of Atheifm, efpecially the Learned, 
and the froteftant Princes ; and theretore one might 
think that he judged of others by himfelf. However, 
our Author will not pofitively affirm that he was guilty 
of Atheifin. 


MANY TJtalian Philofophers, fays the Author, have 
been fufpeSted of entertaining fome Doubts about the 
Exiftence of God, and the Immortality of the Soul. 
He adds, That the Tyranny of the Clergy, and their 
‘Il Lives, had already occafion’d fuch a Diforder ; when 
the Platonick Philofophy , which fome Great Men endea- 
vour’d to introduce into Jraly, about the Jatrer end of the 
XVth Century, and the beginning of the XVIth, multi- 
plied the Doubts of many Perfons eminent for their 
Learning. Georgivs Trapezuntias made heavy Complaints 
about it; but he was laugh’d at, efpecially after he had 
been confuted by Cardinal Befarion, with great Elo- 
quence and Haughtinefs. Our Author pretends to thew, 
that Beffurion himfelf was not very well perfuaded of 
the Truth of Chriftianity. To prove it, he quotes a 
Letrer which that Learned Cardinal writ to che Sons of 
Grorgius Gemiflius Pletho, a Learned Grecian, who aflift- 
ed at the Council of Florence. They were very much 
afHiGed at the Death of their Father, and the Cardinal 
endeavours to comfolate them ; which he does in the fol- 
lowing manner. 


‘* Cardinal Beffarion, to Demetrius and Andronicus, 
Sons of the Wile Gemiftius. 


“ T hear that our common Father, and Tutor, having 
‘* put off his earthly Body, is gone into Heaven, to

“ great a Man. Greece never produced a wifer Man fince 
“ Plato, if you except Ariffotle: So that if we admit 
“ the Dottrine of the Pythagoreans, and of Plato, con- 
“ cerning the Defcewe and Return of Souls, 1 fhall nor 
‘“« fcruple to affirm that the Soul of Plato, being engaged 
*« by the indiffoluble Bonds of Deftiny to ferve in a 
“ Human Body , to compl-at the Period of its Revolu- 
“tions, pitch’d upon Gemiftius for its Abode, and lived 
“ inhis Body, Gc.” (Leoms <Alatii Diatriba de Geor-

“ What a ftrange fort of Confolation is this! fays our 
Author. ‘The Cardinal fays nothing of God, or Jefus 
“ Chritt ; His Letter contains only fome Platonick Ima- 
“ ginations concerning the Revolutions of Souls. 


The Author proceeds to affign another Caufe of Un- 
belicf among the Jralians ; viz. the loofe Principles of 
the Clergy. He inftances upon Pope Boniface VIE. who 
inftituted the Jubilee ; but he knows not whether thac 
Pontiff ought to be reckon’d among Atheifts or Deifts : 
He leaves it to the Judgment of the Readers. What he 
fays of that Pope is {0 abominable , that I don’t think ir 
Proper to mention it in this Extra&,

THE Author proceeds to give an Account of one of 
the moft impudent Acheifts , that ever appear’d in the 
World, viz. Matthias Knutzen, a Native of Oldenfwort, in 
the Dutchy of Slefwick. ‘That. Man , having performed 
his Studies at Kenigsberg in Pruffia, relolved to travel and 
to fet up for a Preacher of Atheiim. In the Year 1674, 
Ite difperfed in fevera] Places of Germany , and among 
others, at Jena and Altorf, a Latin Letter , and two Ger. 
man Uialogues containing the Principles of a new Se@ 
which he defign’d to eftablifh under the Name of Confcj. 
entious, that is, of Men, who fhould profefs ro follow 
only the Dictates of Nature and Reafon. That wretched 
Man denied the Exiftence of God, the Immortality of 
the Soul, and the Authority of the Holy Scripture.’ He 
boafted of having got a great many Difciples ; and pre. 
tended to have Seven hundred Followers, both Citizens 
and Students, inthe City of fena. John Mufeus, a learn. 
ed Profeffor of Divinity in that Univerfiry, confuted that 
Calumny in a Book full of Learning, printed in the Ger 
man Language, in 1675. againft that Atheift and his pre. 
tended Se&, which did only exift in his Imagination, 
The Dialogues of that Impious Man are full of Blafphe. 
mies and Impertinences. His moft famous Work is the 
Letter above-menrioned, which has been printed not only 
by Fohn Mufeus, but alfo by M. Groning , pag. 23. of his 
Relationes Litteraria ; and by Micreliws , in his Syntagme 
Hiftoriae Ecclefiaftice. I would nqt blame our Author for 
inferting that Latin Letter in his Differtation ; but I think 
ithad been better for him not to publifh ‘it in French. The 
Readers muft not expect to find it inthis Extra&, either 
in Latin or in Englifh. Knutzen was fo infolent as to ufe 
thefe Words, Deum negamus: ’Tisa furprizing thing that 
a Man, who argues fo ill, fhould have tuch a ftock of Im- 
pudence. Our Author, who is a profeft Enemy to the 
Socinians, intimates that Fohn Knutzen had been one of that 
Seét, and defires all trve Chriftians to take notice of it, 


II E concludes this Differtation with an Hiftorical Ac« 
count of the Trial and Death of a Polish Gentleman. 
CASIMIR LISZYNSKIt was acculed of Atheifm at the 
Diet of Grodno,in the Year 1688. by the Bifhops of Vilna 
and Pofnania, efpecially by the latter , who afpired to the 
Dignity of a Cardinal, and hoped to deferve it by this 
Att of Cruelty. Some Papers were found in that Gen- 
Jeman’s Houfe, containing this Propofition , among o- 
thers, That God is not the Creator of Man, and that Man 
isthe Creator of a God, whom he has made out of No- 
thing. There was no Proof of his adopting that Bla- 
{phemy, though it was found among his Papers written 
with hisown Hand. Neverthelefs he was arrefted , note 
with{tanding the Privilege of the Polish Gentlemen, who 
cannot be apprehended till they are fully convifted. “ Crue 
“ elty, fays our Author, which is always ingenious among

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gy, fuggefted this Pretence to the Bifhcps,who 

“ profecuted him ; viz. that if a Gentleman may. be ar- 
“ refted for high Treafon againft his King, without a 
“ <ufficient number of Proofs; much more may he be 
“ enprehended in'cafe of Atheifm, which is high ‘Trea- 
“~ fon againft God.” This happen'd in Ofober 1688, but 
fome other Affairs intervening , the Trial was put off to 
the isth of February 1689. The Ecclefiaftical Judges 
made a quickDifpatch of thaeBufine(s, and having declared 
Lifzynski couvitted of Atheilm,reterr'd him to the Judg- 
ment of the Diet. The Accufation ran chiefly upon this 
Head, that a Manufcript had beea found in his Houfe, 
confifting of about Fifteen Sheets , wherein he had col- 
leéted all the Argumentsof Ancient and ModernAcheitts ; 
and that it did not appear he had done it to difpute a- 
gainft them , but becaufe he was perfuaded of their 
wicked Doctrine. Befides, they obje&ted againft him,thae 
he had writ in the Margin of moft Arguments, alledged 
in a Book of Alfedias againft the Arheifts, that this Au- 
thor was very credulous and wanted Judgment ; and that 
he (Lifzyaski) had not exprefs'd a due Refpect for the 
Holy Sacrament of Marriage, fince he had married his 
Daughter to a Man nearly related to him ; which had oc- 
calion’d his being excommunicated by the Clergy.Where- 
upon his Accufers demanded that he fhould be burnt 
alive, and his Afhes thrown into the Air. 

That poor Gentleman anfwered thofe Accufations in a 
very humble and fubmiflive Manner. He owned his 
Writing, and at the fame time denied chat it contain’d his 
Opinion: He added that he had collected the Arguments 
of the Atheifts, to confute them in the Second Part of 
that Work, andthat he defign’d to inferr in it new Rea- 
fons to prove the Being of a God.) Whereupon one of 
his Accufers interrupted him , and ask’d him upon what 
Grounds he chiefly buile che Exiftence of a Deity. Li/- 
zynski alledged this Argument. In omni genere Entium da- 
tur perfetiffimum, EX. gr. in genere Astrorum datur perfectif- 
fimum, quod eft Sol. In genere Animatium datsr ens perfect :/- 
fimum, quod ¢f Home. In gemere eutinm intelectualigm dd~ 
tur ens perfetiffimum, Deus. *Tis obfervable, thatethis Ar- 
gument is. to be found in Alfediw ¢ ; which ikews that 
Lifzyusei did not reject all the Reafons: mention’ by that 
Author. Befides, that Writer not being a Roman’ Catho- 
lick, could not be alledged againft him, according‘to the 
Laws of the Church of Rome; efpecially fince the Que- 
ftion was not about the Doétrine it felf, but the Juftneds 
and Accuracy of Arguments, And therefore the Prifoner 
made this Anfwer the 25th of February, 1689. I maintain 
that the Arguments of Alitedius deferve to be cenfured. 

’Tis certain that the Apology of that Gentleman was 
fufficient to acquit him. He wept before his Judges ; he 
offered to confine himfelf iato a Monaftery ; he prorefted 
that he had never doubted of the Exiftence of God; hé 
made it appear that he was a good Chriftian by giving an 
Account ot his Life, and fhewed that he had never failed 
to goto Mais; nay, he fhewed that he had received the 
Communion fome few Days before he was arrefted. Bur 
alithofe Things made no impreflien upon the ignoranc 
and prepoffetied Judges. He was condemned to death, 
and ufed with great lgnominy before his Execution, He 
was carried to a Church, where he made an Honourable 
Amand. He was expofed to the publick View upona 
Scaffold , where after the reading of his Sentence, he 
made an Abjuration with Tears in his Eyes, and received 
the Abfolution from the Bifhop of Livonta , who ftruck 
his Shoulders with a Switch, to take off the Excommu- 
nication which he had incurr'd. 

That Ceremony being over, the great Marefchal of L/- 
thuania pronounced a Sentence of Death againft him. 
That Sentence imported., that his Writings fhould be 
burnt in his Hands, in the publick Place ; that he fhould 
be carried out of the Town, to be burnt alive ; that his 
Eftate fhould be confifcated, and his Houfe pulled down, 
and that no other Houfe fhould be built at any time in the 
fame Place. The Bithop of Pefeania having carsied his 
Point, ufed his Intereft with the King to get that Gentle- 
man Beheaded, before he fhould be burnt, which was 
granted him. Thet Bifhop , more cruel than the Span:/)

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Inquifitors would be in fuch a Cafe, did not well under. 
ftand bis Bufinefs. Ele was for thedding Blood, againft 
the Rules of the Holy Office, which never fails to defire 
the contrary, in delivering a Criminal to the Secular 
Power. The Sentence was executed the 20th of Marcé, 
The pretended Atheift was beheaded and burnt: His 
Athes were.put into a Canon, chat was fhotint@the Air 
towards Tartary. 

This Hittory, fays our Author,wi!l ftrike all good Men 
with ddorror, and teach them that «may be the Fare of 
TanocentMen to be purto death.
